Mr. Lodge and Mr. Taft were al­ 
so in favor of the League at one 
time, he stated, and their opinion 
was that the 
League 
of Nations 
covenant must be a part of the 
peace treaty.

tions.

MEXICO’S NEW CHIEF. 
Mexico seems to have a sensible pres­ 
ident at last, or rather she seems about 
to have one, for General Obregon has 
not been 
inaugurated 
yet. 
Every­ 
thing that he has said since his elec­ 
tion has been sensible and commend­ 
able, and the plans and policies that 
he has announced have won the un­ 
stinted praise of American observers, 
especially those who are supposed to 
know something about 
Mexican af­ 
fairs. It used to be said that no Mex­ 
ican leader could afford to say or do 
things that would win American ap­ 
probation because, if the Americans 
praised him, the Mexicans would at 
once begin to suspect him and hate 
him. 
This does not jeem to be both­ 
ering Obregon. 
He is being spoken 
of more kindly in America than any 
Mexican leader in the past twenty 
years and he does not seem to be at 
all afraid that his own people will dis­ 
trust him on that account. 
It is rather foolish to set up idols 
and a Mexican idol is hardly likely to 
be a very 
durable 
sort. 
Probably 
Obregon will not come up teethe ex­ 
travagant expectations now being en­ 
tertained 
regarding him, 
but the 
chances are that 
he 
will do pretty 
w7ell, much better than any of his re­ 
cent predecessors. 
None of the lat­ 
ter, before inauguration, seemed to be 
as promising material as this one-arm­ 
ed soldier who is soon to take charge 
of one of the hardest jobs on the face 
of the earth. 
Presumably his government will be 
recognized by the United States w ith­ 
out undue delay. Republican editorial 
writers who, upon getting up in the 
morning, ask themselves the question, 
“What crime can I charge the Wilson 
administration with today?” are abus­ 
ing the government 
regime already. 
Their criticism is a little unreasonable 
since Obregon has not yet taken of­ 
fice. 
He will do so soon, however; 
and President Wilson, who has given 
a great deal of thought to the prob­ 
lem of bringing about a stable peace 
in Mexico, can be counted on to ex­ 
tend a helping hand. 


GOV. COX AND LABOR. 
John R. Commons, professor of po­ 
litical economy at the University of 
Wisconsin, whites to the New York 
Evening Post praising in highest terms 
the ‘Thorough and businesslike,, way 
in which Governor Cox “took hold of 
progressive legislation” as chief exe­ 
cutive of Ohio. “I feel,” says Profes­ 
sor Commons, “that he has done con­ 
siderably more than any other public 
man in the country towards meeting 
the issue of capital 
and 
labor in a 
practical way.” 
This is one of the main things about 
Governor Cox which ought to com­ 
mend his candidacy to thoughtful men 
in America. It does to Professor Com­ 
mons, who says: “On this account, I 
have great confidence that if he were 
president there 
would 
be a square 
deal and a firm hand on this big is­ 
sue that is evidently coming foremost 
in the near future.”

TWO PER GENT DECLINE 
IN RETAIL FOOD PRICES 


By Associated Press. 
Washington, Oct. 
21.—The de­ 
cline in retail prices ot food stilt Is 
during September was placed 
at 
two per cent by tho bureau ot lab­ 
or statistics in its monthly report 
on food costs. 
Some 
foodstuffs, 
notably potatoes and sugar, 
sus­ 
tained a large decrease 
in 
price, 
while others including eggs, pork 
chops and oranges underwent price 
increases ranging from eight 
per 
cent for oranges to twelve per cent 
for eggs. 
The drop in the price of 
potatoes was placed at 22 per cent; 
sugar 20 per cent; cabbage 14 per 
cent, and coffee six per cent. 
< The decline in retail food prices, 
however, according to the bureau’s 
figures did not keep pace with the 
drop in wholesale quotations. 
The 
latter were placed at five per cent 
as compared with two per cent de­ 
crease in the retailers’ 
prices 
to 
the consumer.

It simply enables the legislature to do so and 
vests all power and obligation in the legislature to issue 
and sell the bonds, locate and build a state system of 
6,000 miles of hard roads that will traverse and connect 
up every county in the state, and wholly at state expense. 
When approved by the voters, the amendment will 
be a part of the state constitution and its provisions can’t 
be changed by the legislature. 
It limits the amount of 
the state road bonds to $60,000,000, their duration to 
thirty years, the highest interest rate to 5 per cent, and 
approximates the revenues from motor licenses to the 
payment of both principal and interest of the bonds.

strong committee of state expert statisticans who investi­ 
gated the subject thoroughly asserts that said motor li­ 
cense revenue will not only pay both principal and inter­ 
est of those state road bonds, but will leave a balance of 
over $10,000,000 when all bonds are paid off. 
The truth and good faith of the statement that no 
direct tax levy will be necessary is amply attested by the 
fact that the Missouri State Bankers’ Association, State 
Bar, State Press, Federated Farm Bureaus, Federated 
Women’s Clubs, American Legion, State Federation of 
Labor, State Teachers and many other prominent whole- 
state associations have heartily endorsed Amendment 
No. 6. 
And that it is non-partisan is proven by the en­ 
dorsement of both the Democratic and Republican state 
platforms. 
Our roads are bad because we lack money to make 
them better, and unless this amendment is approved we 
can’t get any more Federal aid. Every man and woman 
should vote “yes” on Amendment No. 6, and help “Lift 
Missouri Out of the Mud.”

EIGHTEEN YEARS AGO the business men and citizens of Sedalia “got tired of 
mud” and started to build hard roads.
